desceribod wias absolatoly true,

The defendants' attorney endeavored to
impench the character of Mrs. Slater, but he
wits not permitted to do so by the boura on
Lo ground that thoe woman was not on trinl,

Jonnio Gallagher, a waitress in the officers’
dining room ot tho asyium, testified that the
manneemaent of the inatitutlon under D, Tost
wias “just spendid,” but when cross-exam-
Ined stated sho knew  nothing of  any
department there save that o which she
worked., Snesald thut she had received no
intorost with hor wages beeanse of the de-
ferred payment occasioned by the defieit,
The books of the steward, however, show
thut she was charerod with betwoon £ and
4 foterest,  Livoeringhouse endeavored to
show that the wores had bean paigd in ad-
vaues and that the amount had been dis-
covnted,

A recess was tuken at noon,

jovernor Thayer opened the afternoon
with a demial of the published reoort that he
had declined to nnswer n question of Attorney
Genernl Huostings on Tuoesduny last secking
what informnation his excelleney had s ve-
gnrds tho death of the pationt Ziegler.

Then followed n number of cmployes at
the asvium:  Mres. Clarter, the scamstress
Miss Selmn Myers, Mrs, Ball, the usher, and
Mr. M. Reed, the undertaker in the city.
These testified that they had had excelient
gpportunity to witness the working of the
nstitution,  and thut  the manage-
ment was excellent, They wore closely ¢ross-
examined, however,” by Attorney General
Hustines, nna admitted thay they knew noth-
ing of the detuils of the management.

twoon Lee, Smith, Beatty and Mes, Slater to

e the offfcers of the fustiturion.

Mes Bull had received £56 at ona time in
checkis, but was paid no interest.,

Nathan Hreass und Huamilton Wells of Jun-
inta were introduced nod testifted that they
would uot belicve astutement by elther Wit-
uess Smith or Witness Darling.  The latter,
howevor, had sworn that Liveringhouse had
s0ld him  goods valued ut £12 out of tho asy-
1um stock and kept pay for thom out of his
wages., This fuct Liveringhouse did not
dory,

Sherlff Creane of Aanms eounty and Chief
of Police Wanzer of Hastings were intro-
duced to show that Mrs. Vanderpool, & wit-
ness apmnst the defendants, was of bad chor-
acter uud could not be insulted by auy propo-
sition muade her by Dr. 'Test,

The board, however, would not admit the
evideneco, us the lnuy was not on trial,

5. M., Thompson bad conversed with Mrs,
Vanderpoo!l after she had been dischargod
from thousylum, and the lady spoke only in
complimentary terms of Dr. Test and  Mr.
Livering house.

The assistant physician at the asylum said
that so fur ns ho  kKuew the conduct of Dr,
Tast “hud vot boen  disveputable, and his
manngement of affsies hnd beon strictly hon-
est. While he might have orred In judg-
mont, ho did thoe best he coulid, o1 know of no
act wurranting criticism.”

Witness then  detniled the labors of Mre,
Livoringhouse, In the cross-examination the
attorney general, taking the doctor's asser-
tion thint be knew of no act meriting eriticlsin
in the management of the Institution, the fol-
lowing oceurped ;

“Would the eareying of n person on tho
pay roll five mouths  after he bl boen ais-
charged be a sublect of eritivism in your os-
timation 1"

stitution, Hentty had said something to him
to the effect that the board of public lands
ana bulldings had told hin to put it through
i that manuey

In cross-oxumination Liveringhouse was
compailed to. admit that be as steward had
allowed this robbery, and tind not reported it
to the board of pubilic lands and buildings, or
wny otner state oMeinl op to the pressnt time.
When this  admission wig muade Goveruor
Thayer theew his hat down upon ao mdjucent
chuir as 1f he was displeased, Liveriog-
house treied o swddle the responsibility
on Dr.  Stone, but the attorney gon-
ernl  made  him  admit  tuat  he was
atewiart aod =hould have exsumuned the roll,
as he shiould have nlso reported to the board
the alleged duplication of Boatty's waires,
both of which facts woere,now mentioned tor
the fiest time, 1Por this robbery Livering-
house admitted he had no oxeuso

Liveringhouse then, in a tremulous man-
ner, pdmitted that e was interested in the
Grund Islaud creamovy, but it was  through
his futher, to whom his stock bhad been  as-
slened, The stock, however, vet stands in
Liveringhouse's unine on the hooks of the

Enthusinstic Londy Friends of Miss
Couzins Create n Scene,

Cutcaao, July 2. —The climax in the suit of
Plhoete Couzins to retain the secretaryship
of the bourd of Inay muungors of the world's
Inir was rveached this afterooon In Judge
Biodgett's court. The case had been on
hearing all doy und Colonel Roliert Itaw, ate
torney for Miss Couzins, wus Just closing an
elogquent appeal on behalf of his client. He
pictured Miss Couzins' honorable eareer and
tho positious of distinetion she had filted and
referred to her aed mother who was present
as a womar who bud risked her lifein ue-
fense of the union durtng the war, and
wound up by savine in o very high pitched
volce, "Let justice be done though the
heavens fall.”’

This was too mueh for Miss Couzins' ludy
friends, n half dozen of whom had sat spell-
bound by the elogquence of the counsel. In
front of Colonel Rae sat D, Auusta Kim-
ball, n Ludy physicinn and a womnn suffragist
of some repute, who had been taking coplons
notes of the proceedings. Near theattorneys
sab Miss Couzins' mother, with Miss Bullin,
the deposed secretury's amanuensis, Dr
Luey Wiite, daughter of Judgo White, and
soveral other ladies, No sooaser had the
spoaker finished talking than ail the ladies
began to wpploud with their hands, The
handelapping wade n great noeise in the
almost empty court room,

It was interrupted in an instant by Judge
Blodgett, who grew red in the face and said,
“stop iy, stop it. Mr. Marshal clear the
room.'”  Deputy Murshal Geovige  Jones
hastenod feom his seat aond advianeod towsed
the women, Ho walled valaly to the row of
Indies and waving his hand toward the door
told them to “get oot

The ludies rose, oven to Miss Couzins' aeed
mother, Ex-Judge Walte was an his feot in
an lnstaot. “Your honor," be sald, in pained
surprise at tha court’s nction, “you cuan seo
that tho upplause was only tho hmpualse ol a
maoment.’

A BUANDAL IN SIGUT.

A seandal will one of these days grow ont
of an old abuse in the exceutive diepartments
here if the cabinet officers’ attention is not
colled to it in time, It 18 in the practise of
cleris who dreaw regular salarios from the
government scting us notaries publie during
their workitng lhours and charging regulur
fees for their work, which invarinbly relates
to the pusivess in the department whors thoy
are employed,  Por instance, there is at least
one notury publie in the pension ofice who 18
a rogular olerk and receives a salary as
stich from the government. It is necessury
in order to have a case maae gpeclal now, for
applicants, or some one reprasentine them, to
muko afidavit to certain faets, I the appli-
cant or his or her representative applies 1n
person he naturally goeos before the notary in
the office to make the afMdavit. 'The notary
takes the time from the government to
drawr the afdavit, if necessary, and make
the certification, sud then charges the appli-
cant the same fees that notaries on the out-
side who do not receive saluries from the
government get. The point is that f it s
right for these clerks to act ns noturies thoy
should not be allowed to clmr?: fees for ser-
vices relating to busindss befora the depurt-
ments in which they aro omployed. Espec-
inlly 18 this true when the work is done in
the time of tho government, ‘Tho fact hus
repeatedly been emphuasized that where the
law or rules require afidavits in pension
cases pending, in ordor o complete them,
und they are made in the pension bureau,
there should be a notary who will act free of
chiarge, as those who bave to stand tho bruot

of it ean in fow Instunces waell bear
the expensa. In every department this
wrong has for mauy years been  in

practioe, and unless the hoads of tho depurt-
ments take it in hand and rectify it congress
will doso, If o {:uutmmmr finds it neces-
sary, in the postoftiee depurtmoent, to make un
afldayit in order to elose up somo  business,
he is shown to & clerk, who takes the time
out of the government to certify or acknowl-
edge the outh, and then he charges the same
as o private citizen, The same is true in the
tronsury, war and other departments, for
your corresdondent has himself seen tho
work aone and the charges paid of recent
dote,  Some time ago this abuse was culled
to the attention of the secretary of war,
and he attempted to remedy 1t. A notary
public, who was a clerk, swore in a large
pumber of clerks ove day, auring working
hours, nnd charged them nn aggogate of
somethiong over 8100, Inuaddition to his regu-
Inp salary this was doing a good business.
The secratary of war suid it wos an outrage,
but the thing goes on, These notarial clerks
would charge the government itself for
afidavits if there was any one to levy the
charge upon, here snould unquestionably
be in ewch department a clerk who was
authorized to take acknowledginents, and
whenever the business relutes in any way to
the business of the depurtment there stould
po uo charge. If the business did not re-
late to the department business it stould not
bo taken at all. A law of this kind is
promised by seyoral congressmen, but it euan
be anticipatea now by the cabinst oficers,
